HERBAS,  <^  the  better  fuppoet  of  tbe  Government  of  thn  Province,  it 
ift  expedient  to  in-^reafe  the -Revenoes  thereof;  We  Your  Majefty's  mo  A  dutiful 
and  Loyal  Sublets,  the  Reprefentatives  of  the  People  of  the  Province  of  Upper 
Caind»,  in  Attembly  UMk,  do  noft  humMy  befeech  Vout  Majeflty  that  it  may  be 
tna£lg4t  and  be  tt  enaftrd  by  the  King's  moil  excellent  Majcfly,  by  and  with  the 
acivice  and  confent  0$  the  Legiftative  Council  tnd  Aflembly  of  the  Province  of 
X>ppev  Canada,  confVituted  and  affemUed  by  f  irttie  of  and  under  the  authority  of 
an  A^  paffed  in  the  Pdrliament  of  Great  Britain,  intituled,  **  An  Aft  to  repeal 
*'  certain  parts  of  an  A&,  paOed  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  His  Majefiy's  Reign,  in- 
'*  rltutedr  **  An  A^  for  making  more  efFeAual  provifion  for  the  Gbvemment  of 
**  tbe  Province  of  Quebec^  in  Hortb  An^erica,  and  to  make  fu«Lhet  provifion  for 
**•  the  Government  of  tbe  faid  Province,"  and  by  tbe  authority  of  tbe  i'aoie,  That 
from  and  after  the  itfth  day  of  April  next,  there  fliatl  be  raifed,  levied,  colle6ted 
and  paid  yearly,  and  every  year,  unto  His  MajeAy,  His  Heirs  and  Suecelfors,  to 
and  tor  the  ul^  of  ibis  Province,  and  towards  the  fupport  of  the  Civil  Government 
thereof,  of  and  from  all  perfons  having  and  ufmg  a  Sliil  or  Stilts,  ot  hereafter  to 
have  and  ufe  a  Still  or  Stills,  for  the  purpoie  of  Didilling  Spirituous  itiqtiors  for 
fale,  a  fum  not  exceeding  one  (liilling  and  three-pence,  lawful  money  ot  this  Pro- 
vince, for  every  gallon  which  the  body  of  fuch  Still  or  Stills  Ihalt  ot  may  becapa-  .  ;  ,? 
ble  of  containing,  in  manner  herein  after  mentioned. 

II.  And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  providon  for  the  fervice  of  Che  current     Prdvifion  fit 
year,  Beit  enaAed  by  theau>.urity  aforeiaid.  That  the  faid  Duties  (hall  begin  and  the  current

the  body  ol  tbe.Stiif  or  Stills  he  propofes  to  ufe,  does  or  do  contain,  which  fpe- 
cificition  (halt  be  ioOerted  in  the  Licence  to  him  to  be  granted  ;    And  in  ca(e  any      tttultj  hr 
peffpn  (hall  make  ufe  of  any  Still  for  the  purpofe  of  OiAilliag  Spirits  for  fale,  uTing  or  having 
without  having  obtiained  fuch  Licence,  or  (hall  make  ufe  of  any  Siill  or  Stills  for  •<>»  fituationt* 
the  purpofe  of  Diftiliinjg  Spirits,  of  larger  dimenfiohs  than  that  or  thofe  fpecified  Siarge?*d.men! 
tn^his  Licence  or  requifition,  or  (hall  have  in  his  poflTelfion  any  Still  or  Stills  ere£t>  fions  than  rpel 
ed  or  fet  up  over  a  Furnace  or  Fire-place,  fo  as  the  fame  may  be  ufed  (or  DiOilling,  «'««<!  •«  tbe  li.

And  he  it  further  EnaSted  by  the  Autkofily  oforefaid,  That  the  Secretary  of  the 
Province  for  the  time  being,  (hall  and  tray  by  himfelf  and  Agents  for  that  pur- 
pofe  to  be  duly  appointed  in  each  and  every  OidriA  of  this  Province,  ifiue  all  Li- 
cences  for  thepurpofes  above  mentioned,  upon  fuch  requifition  as  afoxe(aid»  wbicb 
may  be  in  the  following  form  :

V.  And  be  it  further  Enaded,  That  every  fuch  requlHtion,  figned  by  the  party  at 
afutefaid,  (hall  be  carefully  filed  and  preferved  by  the  faid  Secictary,  or  his  refpec- 
tive  Agent  duly  appointed,  (which  appointment  (hall  by  the  faid  Secretary  be  pub- 
licly notified  in  the  Upper  Canada  Gazette)  and  the  (?id  Secretary  and  each  ot  hit 
faid  Agents  (hall,  upon  application  to  any  of  them  A  that  purpofe  made,  grant 
to  every  perfon  defiring  the  fame,  a  true  copy  of  any  fuch  requifition  filed  in  his 
ofiice,  on  payment  of  one  (hilling  by  the  party  applying  for  the  fame,  which  copy 
fhall  be  figned  by  the  faid  Secretary  or  his  Agent,  and  ihall  be  held  and  taken  as 
lawful  evidence  of  fuch  requifition  or  Licence,  for  all  purpofes  whatever.

perfon  has  good  reafon  to  believe  that  the  Still  or  Stills  employed  by  any  Licenned 

perfon,  does  or  do  contain  a  greater  number  of  gallons  4n  the  body  or  bodies 
thereof,  than  what  is  fpecified  in  his  requifition  or  Licence,  to  grant  a  Search 
Warrant  to  a  Peace  Officer «  taking  with  him  the  party  making  oath  as  aforefaid, 
and  any  one  other  perfon,  for  the  purpoie  of  examining  the  Still-Boufe  or  other 
place  where  any  Still  or  Stills  may  he  let  up,  and  of  meaturing  or  gauging  the  bo- 
dies thereof:  Provided  always,  that  no  luch  Warrant  be  ejcecuted  before  Sun-rife,, 
or  after  Sun- fet* 

XI.  Andbe  it  further  Enaitedby  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  Diftiiierseetsi. 
for  any  perfon  working  any  Licenced  Still  or  Stills  as  aforefaid,  to  fell  or  barter  ["e'nced"to*«^ 
any  quantity  of  fuch  DiOiiied  Liquors  lels  than  three  gallons,  nor  (ball  it  be  law«  tail. 

fui  for  the  Secretary  of  the  Province  or  any  of  hit  Agents,  to  grant  a  Licence  for 
the  purpofe  of  Difiilling  Spirituous  Liquors,  to  any  perfon  or  perfons  Licenced  at 
Che  fame  time  to  retail  Spirituous  Liquors,  or  to  grant  a  Licence  for  retailing  Spi- 
f  ituous  Liquors,  to  any  perfon  or  peribns  Licenced  at  the  fame  lime  to  Diftill  Spi* 
fituous  Liquors.
